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The  following  extract  from  the  First  Annual  Report  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  Avon  Place  Home,  gives  very  briefly 
the  facts  connected  with  the  establishment  of  the  Home : — 

“On  the  30th  of  May,  1874,  the  Home  was  established  through 
the  benevolence  of  Mr.  James  Huntington,  who  at  that  time  was  able 
to  carry  into  effect  a  long-cherished  plan  by  which  the  comforts  of 
a  Home  could  be  furnished  to  destitute  children.  After  a  few 
months,  it  was  Mr.  Huntington’s  wish  to  give  up  the  care  of  the 
Home,  and  it  was  therefore,  in  November,  1874,  established  as  a 
Corporation  under  the  laws  of  Massachusetts.  The  following  per¬ 
sons  were  appointed  by  Mr.  Huntington  to  act  as  Trustees:  Rev. 
Hr.  A.  P.  Peabody,  Rev.  D.  O.  Mears,  Mr.  B.  F.  Wyeth,  Mrs.  H.  W. 
Paine,  Mrs.  Lovering,  Mrs.  J.  M.  Tyler,  Mrs.  W.  T.  Richardson, 
Mrs.  Henry  Thayer,  and  Miss  Irene  Sanger;  and  they  received  from 
him  a  deed  of  the  estate  occupied  by  the  Home  on  Avon  Place  valued 
with  the  furniture  at  about  $10,000.00.”

FORTY-SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF 

THE  AVON  HOME 


The  work  of  the  Avon  Home  in  the  year  just  closed  has 
been  of  greatly  increased  activity.  More  calls  for  aid  have 
been  received  than  in  any  previous  year  of  the  Corpora¬ 
tion's  existence,  and  our  General  Secretary  and  her  four 
assistants  have  found  their  time  fully  occupied.  The  re¬ 
sulting  demand  upon  our  financial  resources  has  brought 
us  to  the  point  where  our  expenditures  are  likely  to  exceed 
our  income.  Destitution  would  seem  to  more  than  keep 
pace  with  the  increase  of  our  City’s  population,  so  that 
we  must  look  for  increasing  demands  in  the  coming  years. 

For  details  of  our  work,  a  perusal  is  invited  of  the  An¬ 
nual  report  of  our  General  Secretary,  and  for  our  financial 
status,  the  reports  of  our  Treasurer  and  the  Committee  on 
the  Permanent  Fund  will  furnish  information. 

We  still  maintain  two  beds  in  the  Infants’  Hospital,  and 
find  them  very  useful  adjuncts  to  our  general  work.  The 
Bethesda  Society  is  occupying  our  Mt.  Auburn  Street 
Building,  but  expects  shortly  to  vacate  it  to  occupy  its 
new  quarters.  The  Trustees  are  very  anxious  to  sell  the 
Mt.  Auburn  Street  Building  and  invest  the  proceeds  so 
that  an  income  therefrom  may  be  available  for  our  work. 

We  wish  to  publicly  express  our  gratitude  to  our  Phy¬ 
sicians,  Oculist,  Dentists  and  Counsel,  for  their  untiring 
services  so  cordially  rendered.  They  have  responded 
promptly  and  cheerfully  to  every  request  we  have  made. 
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We  also  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  continued 
interest  and  activity  of  the  Avon  Club  which  has  given  us 
again  for  the  twenty-fifth  consecutive  year  a  generous  con¬ 
tribution.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

GENERAL  SECRETARY 


Applications  for  271  families  involving  467  children 
have  .been  received  by  ns  during  the  last  year,  carefully 
investigated  and  planned  for  as  wisely  as  we  could.  One 
hundred  and  ten  were  admitted  and  placed  in  the  Avon 
Home  boarding  homes,  53  were  referred  to  other  societies 


as  they  had  no  Cambridge  connection.  In  each  instance 
the  society  to  whom  we  refer  a  case  is  called  on  the  tele¬ 
phone,  the  case  explained  and  the  person  sent  with  full 
directions  for  reaching  the  society.  Later  information 
is  secured  from  time  to  time  in  order  that  we  may  be  sure 
the  case  is  being  cared  for. 
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Our  -Follow  dp  (Clerk 

In  addition  to  the  children  who  are  in  onr  boarding 
homes  we  are  superintending,  advising  and  in  various  ways 
caring  for  over  300  more  in  their  own  families  and  have 
had  charge  in  onr  boarding  homes  of  302  Country  Week 
children  and  22  mothers  between  the  dates  of  June  29th 
and  September  14th ;  thus  we  have  cared  for  in  our  board¬ 
ing  homes  during  this  year  479  children  and  22  mothers. 
When  a  boy  or  girl  is  discharged  from  one  of  our  boarding 


homes  and  returned  to  his  own  family,  we  see  him  within 
two  weeks  and  then  at  regular  intervals  for  the  first  year, 
after  that  as  often  as  it  seems  wise  in  each  case.  We  try 
to  keep  these  children  in  school  as  long  as  possible  and 
are  often  able  to  induce  them  to  enter  the  trade  schools. 
We  are  always  glad  to  get  them  into  classes  at  the  Y.  W. 
C.  A.  and  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  both  of  which  Societies  give 
us  strong  cooperation. 
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Our  Boarding  Fjomes 

We  are  constantly  adding  to  our  number  of  boarding 
homes.  The  investigation  of  each  is  most  carefully  made 
and  requires  much  time,  thought  and  money  in  order  to 
gain  a  satisfactory  and  complete  knowledge  of  the  home 
and  home  life  which  we  must  always  have  before  placing 
a  child  with  any  family.  The  registration  of  each  board¬ 
ing  home  by  all  the  child-placing  societies  with  the  Con¬ 
fidential  Exchange  is  a  great  help  and  safeguard,  saving 


much  time  and  all  duplication.  We  plan  to  place  each 
child  with  a  family  of  like  religious  faith  and  are  able  to 
accomplish  this  except  in  the  case  of  the  Jewish  children 
as  we  have  never  yet  found  Jewish  families  with  the  same 
standards  as  our  other  boarding  homes  who  are  willing  to 
take  the  needy  Jewish,  child  at  board,  but  we  have  no 
trouble  in  making  these  children  happy  with  our  other 
families. 
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Visiting 

Not  only  are  all  our  children  visited  every  month  by  our 
paid  workers,  but  the  Trustees  of  The  Avon  Home  also 
visit  regularly  every  child  at  board  which  is  a  pleasure  and 
help  to  the  boarding  families  and  children  and  enables  the 
Trustees  to  know  each  child  and  home  personally.  Thus 
there  need  be  no  fear  in  the  minds  of  any  one  that  The 
Avon  Home  children  are  lost  or  scattered  because  the  In¬ 
stitutional  Home  has  been  given  up. 

Delicate  Children 

Many  of  the  children  received  by  us  are  very  delicate ; 
cases  of  chorea,  heart  troubles  and  tuberculosis  are  often 


brought  to  us.  We  have  boarding  homes  especially  adap¬ 
ted  for  such  children  and  have  been  most  successful  in 
their  care  and  treatment. 

Death  Rate 

This  year  no  child  at  board  has  died  and  only  five  among  • 
our  Hospital  children.  The  plan  entered  upon  by  The  Avon 
Home  last  year  of  paying  for  two  beds  at  the  Infants’  Hos¬ 
pital  has  been  continued  this  year  with  great  success  and 
an  increasing  demand.  Our  ability  to  take  the  sick  babies 
from  the  Hospital  to  one  of  our  own  convalescent  homes 
is  a  great  gain  as  it  is  seldom  that  on  leaving  the  Hospital 
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a  child  should  be  allowed  to  return  to  its  own  people;  by 
being  able  to  give  both  Hospital  and  convalescent  care  we 
can  return  the  baby  to  its  family  in  perfect  health. 

Careful  examination 

Each  child  is  carefully  examined  in  every  way  before 
being  accepted.  Mental  and  physical  troubles  are  noted  and 
watched.  Any  child  needing  an  operation  of  any  kind  is 
promptly  taken  to  the  proper  Hospital.  We  have  secured 


admission  for  three  children  to  the  Feeble-Minded  Schools 
this  year,  one  to  the  Cripple  School  and  one  to  Monson 
Epileptic  Hospital  and  two  to  a  Tuberculosis  Hospital. 

Care  of  Ceeth 

We  have  our  own  physician  and  dentist  in  every  town 
in  which  we  board  our  children.  Most  careful  attention  is 
paid  to  the  teeth.  It  is  seldom  that  any  child  comes  to  us 
with  teeth  which  do  not  need  immediate  attention  and  when 
it  is  remembered  that  we  are  caring  for  over  100  children 
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constantly  in  onr  boarding  homes  instead  of  30  or  40  form¬ 
erly  cared  for  in  our  Institutional  Home  and  that  our 
children’s  ages  range  from  one  week  to  18  years,  one  who 
thinks  about  the  problem  cannot  help  realizing  the  much 
larger  need  for  money  each  year.  Besides  the  dental  work 
at  least  two-thirds  of  our  children  have  more  or  less  eye 
trouble.  Many  have  bad  ears,  throats  and  noses  and  the 


number  of  children  who  needs  orthopoedie  care  is  very  large. 
We  have  had  no  case  of  Infantile  Paralysis  though  several 
times  this  summer  we  have  feared  it. 

Necessary  (expenses 

This  year  we  have  been  obliged  to  increase  the  amount 
paid  for  board  as  the  cost  of  living  demanded  it.  Another 
expense  which  is  often  forgotten  is  the  amount  of  clothing 
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necessary.  Parents  having  two  or  three  children  find  it 
hard  at  times  to  keep  them  even  comfortably  clothed,  but 
in  our  large  and  constantly  changing  family  it  seems  often 
impossible,  though  many  societies  and  friends  are  most 
kind  in  making  various  articles  of  clothing  and  we  are  very 
grateful.  Still  the  demand  far  exceeds  the  supply  and 
shoes,  rubbers,  stockings,  underclothes,  warm  coats  and 
caps  cannot  be  made,  but  must  be  bought  with  money. 
The  cost  of  each  article  is  higher  than  ever  before,  the  de¬ 
mand  greater.  How  shall  it  be  met?  In  a  few  cases  the 
parents  can  help  but  in  the  great  majority  it  is  impossible. 
Will  not  the  Cambridge  public  to  whom  these  Cambridge 
children  belong  become  at  once  Annual  Subscribers  to  The 
Avon  Home  which  is  the  outward  and  visible  evidence  of 
real  systematic  help  for  these  children? 

Hdvancemerit  in  Efficiency 

The  Avon  Home  received  last  spring  an  automobile  to  be 
used  in  the  work  of  moving  and  visiting  the  children.  It 
has  proved  a  great  help  in  the  economy  of  time  and  strength 
and  has  made  it  possible  to  attend  well  to  nearly  three 
times  as  many  cases  in  one  day  as  formerly  could  have  been 
attempted.  Our  constant  desire  and  aim  is  to  do  our  very 
best  for  every  individual  who  applies  to  us  for  aid,  to  do 
it  without  delay  and  to  do  it  thoroughly  and  satisfactorily. 
Information  and  statistics  must  be  secured  of  every  case, 
but  we  never  mean  to  let  one  person  suffer  by  the  length 
of  time  it  takes  in  securing  them,  or  ever  to  forget  it  is 
the  best  good  of  the  child  we  wish  and  that  must  come  first. 
Our  greatest  desire  and  hope  is  to  make  every  family  we 
deal  with  better,  every  child  stronger  in  mind  and  body  and 
every  person  in  Cambridge  proud  of  the  work  of  The  Avon 
Home.

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BY-LAWS  OF  THE  AVON  HOME 


Article  I. 

Name. — The  name  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  “The 
Avon  Home.”  Its  object  shall  be  to  benefit  “Children 
found  destitute  within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Cambridge,, 
as  existing  in  1874.’  ' 

Article  II. 

Membership. — The  members  of  this  Corporation  shall 
be  twenty-three  in  number,  to  be  called  Trustees.  Vacan¬ 
cies  shall  be  caused  by  death,  resignation,  or  by  failure  to- 
attend  for  twelve  consecutive  months  some  meeting  of  the 
Corporation,  without  excuse  satisfactory  to  the  Trustees. 
When  such  failure  occurs,  the  Trustees  shall  by  vote  record 
the  fact,  and  declare  the  membership  vacant.  Vacancies 
shall  be  filled  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  remaining 
Trustees.  This  article  of  the  By-Laws  shall  not  be  altered,, 
except  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Trustees. 

Article  III. 

Officers. — The  officers  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  a 
President,  Vice-President,  Treasurer,  Clerk,  a  Committee 
of  Three  for  the  care  of  the  Permanent  Fund  (one  of 
whom  shall  be  the  President),  and  two  Auditors,  to  be 
chosen  by  ballot  from  the  Trustees  at  the  annual  meeting, 
or  at  some  adjournment  thereof,  and  to  hold  office  for  one 
year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.. 
They  shall  severally  perform  the  customary  duties  of  such 
officers ;  and  the  President,  or  a  committee  previously  ap¬ 
pointed  for  the  purpose,  and  Treasurer  shall  report  at  the 
annual  meeting.  The  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  and  of 
the  Committee  for  the  care  of  the  Permanent  Fund  shall 
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be  audited  at  least  once  every  year.  The  Trustees  may, 
from  time  to  time,  appoint  committees  to  aid  in  the  trans¬ 
action  of  business. 

At  the  annual  meeting  the  Trustees  shall  elect,  to  serve 
till  the  next  annual  meeting,  a  Board  of  Advisers,  to  con¬ 
sist  of  five  or  more  persons,  not  Trustees,  who  may  be 
called  upon  to  consult  and  advise  with  the  Trustees,  and 
may  be  requested  to  meet  with  any  of  their  committees  or 
to  assist  in  their  work. 


Article  IY. 

Meetings. — The  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation  shall 
be  held  on  the  second  Friday  in  November,  at  such  place 
and  hour  as  the  President  and  Clerk  may  appoint.  Regu¬ 
lar  meetings  shall  be  held  every  month  at  some  convenient 
place.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  or 
any  two  Trustees,  upon  two  days’  notice,  to  be  given  by 
the  Clerk.  Eleven  Trustees  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at 
the  annual  meeting,  and  seven  Trustees  at  any  regular  or 
special  meeting. 

Article  Y. 

Seal. — The  seal  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  circular  in 
form,  with  the  inscription,  “The  Avon  Home,  Camrbidge, 
1874.”  and  shall  be  kept  by  the  Clerk. 

Article  YI. 

Amendments. — These  By-Laws,  with  the  exception  of 
Article  II,  may  be  amended  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the 
Trustees  at  any  annual  meeting,  or  by  the  unanimous  vote 
of  the  Trustees  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting,  provided 
that  a  notice  of  the  proposed  amendment  has  been  inserted 
in  the  call  for  such  meeting. 
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RULES  OF  THE  AVON  HOME 


I.  Children  admitted  to  the  care  of  the  Home  shall  live 
in  private  families  under  the  supervision  of  the  General 
Secretary. 

II.  Except  in  cases  of  urgent  necessity,  no  child  shall 
be  admitted  to  the  care  of  the  Home  without  the  consent 
of  one  member  of  the  Committee  on  Admission,  or  should 
there  not  be  one  member  in  the  city,  of  any  two  Trustees, 
and  a  certificate  of  examination  from  the  Visiting  Physi¬ 
cian.  Each  case,  accompanied  by  a  brief  statement  of  the 
circumstances,  shall  be  reported  to  the  Trustees  at  their 
next  regular  meeting. 

III.  No  child  in  the  care  of  the  Home  shall  be  allowed 
to  visit  friends  or  relatives  unless  under  distinctly  favorable 
conditions,  approved  by  one  member  of  the  Committee  on 
Admission,  and  the  General  Secretary,  and  reported  in 
writing  to  the  Trustees  at  their  next  meeting. 

IV.  In  case  of  death,  no  child  shall  be  taken  from  its 
boarding  home  for  burial  without  a  religious  service  being 
held  there,  except  with  the  consent  of  one  of  the  Commit¬ 
tee  on  Admission,  who  fully  understands  the  reason  for 
removal. 

V.  The  parents  and  relatives  of  the  children  shall  be 
permitted  to  visit  them  not  oftener  than  once  a  week,  never 
more  than  two  at  a  time,  and  never  on  Sunday  except  by 
special  arrangement  made  by  the  General  Secretary  with 
the  boarding  woman. 

VI.  The  General  Secretary  shall  investigate  thoroughly, 
in  cooperation  with  the  Committee  on  Admission,  all  appli¬ 
cations  for  the  admission  of  children  to  the  care  of  the 
Home,  and  make  prompt  report  thereon  to  the  chairman,  or 
in  her  absence  to  some  other  member,  of  the  committee. 
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She  shall  also  maintain  relations  with  parents  while  their 
children  are  in  the  care  of  the  Home,  with  the  object  of 
aiding’  to  remove  the  unsatisfactory  conditions  that  led  to 
the  admission  of  the  children;  and  continue  in  relation 
with  children  and  their  parents  or  other  relatives  after  the 
withdrawal  of  the  children  from  the  care  of  the  Home, 
with  a  view  to  preserving  the  good  influences  which  it  is 
hoped  the  Home  will  have  exerted  on  those  under  its  care. 

It  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Secretary  to 
investigate  families  where  children  may  be  boarded,  and  to 
visit  children  who  are  placed  in  private  families,  to  con¬ 
tinue  in  relation  with  rejected  applicants,  with  the  object 
of  aiding  them  to  improve  the  conditions  which  led  to  ap¬ 
plication  ;  to  meet  with  the  Committee  on  Admission  and 
Discharge ;  and  to  make  a  report  in  writing  at  each  monthly 
meeting  of  the  Trustees. 

VII.  At  the  annual  meeting,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as 
possible,  the  President  shall  appoint  the  Monthly  Visitors 
for  the  ensuing  year,  arranged  in  two  lists,  those  on  one  list 
to  begin  visiting  on  the  first  of  each  month,  and  those  on 
the  other  list  to  begin  on  the  fifteenth,  each  to  visit  the 
homes  one  month.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Visitors, 
during  their  term,  to  visit  the  boarding  homes  with  the 
General  Secretary  and  to  advise  with  her  regarding  special 
cases. 

VIII.  The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Corporation,  to 
be  appointed  by  the  President  at  the  annual  meeting,  shall 
be  as  follows : — 

1.  A  Committee  on  Admission  and  Discharge,  who,  in 
addition  to  the  duties  mentioned  above,  shall  keep  a  register 
containing  the  names,  ages,  and  birthplaces  of  the  children, 
date  of  admission,  and  any  other  information  obtained. 
This  Committee  shall,  with  the  General  Secretary,  secure 
suitable  homes  for  all  children  needing  adoption.  This 
Committee  shall  consist  of  eight  members,  two  members 
retiring  and  two  new  members  being  appointed  annually 
at  the  discretion  of  the  President. 
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2.  A  Committee  on  Clothing,  who  shall  see  that  neces¬ 
sary  supplies  are  secured,  wherever  possible,  through 
friends.  Gifts  of  clothing  should  be  sent  to  the  Avon 
Home  Office,  689  Massachusetts  Avenue. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Repairs,  who  shall  attend  promptly 
to  all  necessary  repairs,  when  the  amount  to  be  expended 
does  not  exceed  fifty  dollars ;  an  amount  exceeding  that  sum 
must  not  be  expended  without  previously  obtaining  the 
consent  of  the  Corporation. 

4.  An  Executive  Committee,  who  shall  have,  in  the 
interval  between  the  meetings  of  the  Corporation,  all  the 
powers  of  the  Trustees,  except  as  to  the  expenditure  of 
sums  exceeding  fifty  dollars.  This  Committee  shall  report 
any  exercise  of  its  powers  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Cor¬ 
poration  for  its  approval. 

5.  The  chairman  of  each  Committee  shall  present  at  the 
annual  meeting  a  full  report,  in  writing,  of  the  work  of 
the  Committee  for  the  preceding  year. 

6.  The  President  shall  be  a  member  ex-officio  of  all 
standing  committees. 

IX.  All  bills  shall  receive  the  written  approval  of  the 
committee  or  person  authorized  to  make  the  expenditure 
before  payment  by  the  treasurer. 

X.  The  Committee  of  Three  for  the  care  of  the  Perma¬ 
nent  Fund  shall  have  the  care  and  custody  of  all  securi¬ 
ties  and  other  investments  held  for  the  support  and  main¬ 
tenance  of  The  Avon  Home,  and  shall  collect  the  interest 
and  other  income  and  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer,  who 
shall  receipt  therefor.  They  shall  make  all  permanent 
investments,  keep  an  account  thereof  and  of  the  income 
therefrom,  and  report  to  the  Corporation  at  the  annual 
meeting,  and  such  other  times  as  the  Corporation  may  re¬ 
quest.  They  shall  rent  a  box  in  the  vaults  of  the  Harvard 
Trust  Company,  which  shall  be  opened  only  in  the  presence 
of  two  members  of  the  said  Committee.
